This Hue was doubled by a declaration 
made In 1071 and again doubled In 
NiSS. 
Connecticut 
established 
free 


schools in 1044 and levied a tax for 
their support. 
Maryland 
established 


free schools in 1USJ4 and levied n tax on 
negroes, pelts, fnrs and beef and pork 
for their support. Governor Berkeley 
declared in 1649 the hope that free 
schools would never be established in 
Virginia, but the towns of Charleston 
and Elizabeth did establish them In 
that year, and Elizabeth set aside 200 
acres of land anil eight coi\s, the In- 
crease from M hich was1 applied to sup- 
port the schools. Four years later the 
number of cows had increased to fort.v. 
Pennsylvania was settled by Penn on 
the Pelnware river in 1GM. and tue 
same year a free school, which is still 
conducted under the auspices of the 
Friends, 01 Quakers was established 
In Philadelphia. Among the declaia- 
tions of Peun in his "frame of govein- 
ment" he asserted this immortal truth 
long since forgotten by the-- meu win 
have been responsible for the govein- 
ment of the commonwealth: "Any 
eminent Is free to the people under it. 
whatever be the frame, where the ln\v 
rules, and the people are a party In 
those laws. More than this is tyranny, 
oligarchy and confusion."
